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the Fall of the Stocks, fimply confider’d, is 
any Fall of the publick Credit, and I fhall 
make it ont as plain as poftible. 

It is true, that the borrowing Money 
by the Government on publick Funds of In- 
tereft, Bftablith’d by Parliament, and the 
People iending ro the Government on thofe 
Funds, is what we call the publick Credit, 
and is properly enough fo cal}’d—-——But 
the Pesple buying and felling, alienating 
and transferring their Iotereft in thefe 
Funds and Loans, is no part of the publick. 
Credit at all —— And ir is well for us that 
this is fo, for then were the Government 
and the publick Credit abfolately a Slave 
to the Arbitrary Government of the Stock- 
Jobbers, aad they might Jobb the Nation 
as they pleafe +; which now, I think, they 
cannot do. 

I acknowledge they may go a great Way, 
to check the Subjeéts Advancing Money, 
but they therein hurt the Lender, not the 
Borrower; as I may, in procels of this Pa- 
per, more effeétually explain. 

I have formerly touch’d at it, and I fhall 
‘but touch atit now, becaufe 1 fee fomeof 
our Enemies doafting, that the Fall of our 
Credit, as they falfly call it, will prevent 
any Loanof Money, and confequently dii- 
able the Queen to carry on tae War —— 
Theythat hope this, I cannet be tlam’d for 
calling our Evemies, let them be of what- 
foever Denomination, as to Parties, among 


Us. 

I fay, I have formerly binted, and I fay 
it again, lending Money on Parliamentary 
Funds, is notdone asa Favour or Kindnefs 
to the Government, but to the People ; it 
is not the Queen that is pleafur’d in the 
Loan, but ic is the Subje& mmm So that 
whenever you think fitto run down the pub- 
fick Credit, fo as to refufe to lend the Par- 
liament any Money——=you muft_from that 
Hour, prepare to pay fuch Taxes, as fhall 
raife the Money wanted withia every Year 
— Whether this, then, is to eafe the Quecn 
or eafe the People, judge yes hence, as I 
faid formerly, *tis Nonfenfe to fay you truft 
the Queen, no, you trot your felves ; the 
Queea borrows none, you borrow of your 


felves, that what the Queen wants to ¢ar- 
ry on the War, may not pinch you too hard 
in the Raifing. 

Hence theFunds are not call’d the Queen’s 
Funds; and it would be Nonfenfe to call 
them fo; they are Parliamentary Funds, 
and it is Parliamentary Credit — A Thou- 
fand Things demonftrate this ——« The 
Parliament, not the Queen, are oblig’d to 
make good che Deficiency; the Parliament 
appropriates them to their refpeétive Ules, 
and the Queen cannot, of her own Power, 
apply them to any other End. 

If then the Lenders (the People) will pot 
fupply the Borrowers, the Parlizment, what 
follows ? The Queen muft have the Money, 
for the War muft be carried on The 
‘Parliament thea muft make you pay it all 
down ; fuch Taxes muft be laid, as-will ef- 
fe@ually bring inthe Specie, and bring it 
in, in Time, for the Publick O& ———Pub- 
lick Credit is the Credit of the Parliaments 
the Queen borrows rot, fhe cannct {tay for 
the Money, it muft be had on the {pat3 if 
you cannot ho:row for her, you muft find 
ic for her, it is of no confequence to the 
Queen, which Way the Parliament procures 
it, whether by Tax or Loan. 

If then you would not have your Bread, 
your Beef, your Mucton, your broazd¢-Clothy 
and Wearing Apparel Tax’d, and bavea 
Swarm of Colleétors at your Barns and Mar- 
kets, foto raife the fix Miilions Yearly in 
Specie, by general Excifes, and the like, 
then you muft keep upthe publick Credit ; 
for if the Parliament caunot borrow the 
Money, they mutt take it; if they cannot 
raife it upon a Fund of Iatereft, they muft 
raife it upon a Fund of Payment, for the 
Money muft be had———-Let thufe Gentlee 
men that are for running down the publick 
Credit, to prevent theGovernment borrow- 
ing Money, and to put them to difficulties 5 
let them, I fay, remember, they do not 
pat che Court, or che Miciftry, to diffi- 
culties, but the Parliament, who one Way 
or other, MUST, f may in one Scarfe fay, 
raife the Saxes the Queen wants to carry 
on the War ; ifthey can doit by Ways lefs 
oppreffive than others, they will to be fure,

pay Intereft ior a Shilliog-——— And it you 
puth them upon thefe Methods, they mu& 


_take thera, for the War muft be carryed 


en, and Money mouft be rais‘d to do it. 

Hence give me leave to forma few Are 
guments, which I may enlarge onas Oc- 
cafion offers. 


1. Stock-Jobbing the Funds, tho’ it may 
Ruin their Eftates who have Concern 
in them, and who have ventur’d their 
Money upon the Credit of them, and 
are Fools enough to be catch’d in the 
Snare, and feli them off in a fright, 
yet it canrot atall burt or affe@ the 
Government, to whom it is not one 
Farthing matter, whether you willlend 
any Money or no. 

2. The Rife or Fall of thePrice of Stocks, 
Tickets, Annuities, Tallies, Oc. at 
the Market, berween Buyer and Seller, 
cangot be faidto be the Rife or Fall 
of the publick Credit, aor can have no 
Relation to it. 

3- They who by Stock-Jobbing Lotte- 
ries, Subferibiag mor than they can 
pay, and more than they defign to pay, 
wich defign to Huckfter the People, 
and Advance upon chem after the 
Books ane fold, tho”? they fhew fume 
Infotence to the Government, yet they 
really zbue the People, and in che 
end, wi!) uring rhem under th2 Ne- 
ceflity of being Tax’¢ at the full Pay- 
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_butifnot, the Fanle is yours, and you muft 
bear the Oppreffion. 


ment Yearly, of whateverSum is need- 
ful to carry on the War, and there- 
fore are, and ought to be efteem’d the 
Nation’s Enemies, Betrayers of the 
Poor, and Entailers of fuch Taxes, as 
will be a moft exceflive Burthen upon 
the People. 

4. Since, as above, the Parliament can, 
and will, in cafe of the finking or ftop 
oftheir L. acs, raife the Money of e- 
very Year witbin the Year, and that 
this may be done for ever ; the Faco- 
bite Intereft caa raife no hopes from 
the Ruin of the publick Credit, and 
thofe who flatter themfelves with the 
Return of the Preterder, have no 
etd to do but defpair and hang them- 
elves, 


This J put ie for the Admonition of that 
Impudent Officer, unworthy of her Maje- 
ity’s Commiffion, a Scandal to the Lieute- 
nancy, and a Reproach to the City of Lon- 
don ; who Marchiog through the City on 
his gew-zaw Cavalcade, at the Head of the 
London Train’d Bands, caus’d his Haute 
Boys to play the Tune of The King foal en- 
joy bu own again: We decide his Hopes 
that Way, and abhor the Brafs of it in a 
Man, who has the undeferv’dHonour of car- 
rying Armsin her Majefty’s Militia, and 
by Virtue of his Commiffion, has taken 
an Oath to her Majefty, abjuring her Ene- 
my the Pretender. 

But this I muft fay, that after chis is fuf- 
fer’d in a City fo Loyal to her Majefty, and 
that has fo faithfully ferv’d in, and Con- 
tributed to this long, bloody War; that fo 
heartily join’d in the Revolution, and have
